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THE ‘THREE ANTI’ PURGES 


The ‘three-anti’ campaign that is now on in China is giving further opportunity for 
the purging of ‘undesirable’ personnel from positions of influence, as well as for the 
confiscation of millions of dollars worth of property to bolster up the shaky communis- 
tic economy. Several of the persons affected are widely known in Christian circles. 


br. George Ouyang, Secretary of the Council on Christian Medical Work, has been 

having a hard time. He was accused of having taken medical 4 that belonged 
to the people at the time of liberation in Peking. A ‘comrade’ in Peking who had gone 
into the matter came down to Shanghai and labored with wr. Ouyang for three days, 
trying to get him to confess. When he proved obdurate, family pressure was brought 

— Den hum in such a way as to break his nerve. His wife and older son were influenced 
to turn away from him, and even his younger son, when he came home, would look up 
at him and say, Hello, papa grafter. Finally he took all the medical equipment he 
had in the house to the Public Health Office in a ricksha, and with that action his inqui- 
sitors were satisfied. He is still being allowed to continue his work. 


Another victim is Dr. Kao Feng-shan, of the Methodist Hweiwen Boys School in 

Peking. He is called a tiger, in the March 15 Tien F and his public trial is de- 

| scribed in detail. The whole article assumes his gulf. but it is significant that he re- 

| fused to confess, that the trial adjourned without his arrest, and that investigation is 

still going on. Various organizations to which he had belonged took the occasion of

PUMC {ow the China Union Medical College) has ently uncovered a great 
deal of graft. Every department is said to be affected. March 22 Tien Feng says 
that some of the accused are Christians, and names particularly Lin Fu-t’ao, who, 
| though he at first maintained that he had stopped grafting after he became a Christian, 
. f y admitted to having taken materials up to a value of 130 million yuan. The head 
; nurse, Yang Kwei-cheng, is also accused of having made off with rubber gloves, cat- 
gut, etc., from the operating room. 


The investigations at Yenching were at first more concerned with anti-waste than 
with anti-corruption. Busy student investigators uncovered waste in the building re- 
department and in the farm manager s work. The farm manager, Fang I-hua, 
allowed some old lumber from a building that had been torn down to lie on the 
ground and rot. In the public report Jan. 22, 23) a student brandished a piece of this 
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rotten wood at him and called out, “Fang I-hua, I ask you what qualifications you have 
for your work when you allow the people's property to be thus wasted?’’ President 
Lu Ehih-wei s report on his own bureaucratic attitude and failure to dist ish be- 

tween public and private property was rejected by the students as inadequate, and a 

more complete statement was demanded. This Lr. Lu promised to give at a later 

time. It is reported that br. T. C. Chao is in a similar situation and that he and Dr. 

Lu are both accused by students of pro-American sympathies. Prof. Chang Tung-sun, 
Head of the Department of Philosophy, was also under fire. He has undergone three 
sessions of self-examination, but still not to the satisfaction of the students. February

THE ENDICOTT VISIT 


Mention was made in Bulletin No. 3 of the visit to China at this time of Rev. and Mrs. 
James Endicott, formerly missionaries of the United Church of Canada. Magazines from 
China since then are full of accounts of this visit, of the welcome he received, and of the 
speeches which he made. While in Pe he preached in Asbury Church. Then he came 
down to Nanking and spoke in Han Chung Church on March 12, proceeding from there to 
Shanghai where he had a busy time address many different groups and preaching in 
Moore Memorial Church. On March 30 he leit Shanghai, presumably returning as he 
had come, via Peking, Moscow, etc. He states with some bitterness that he had to come 
to China via England and Moscow because the American Government would not allow 
him to enter the US to take a boat to Hongkong. 


Some of the details of his at Moore Memorial Church and in Nanking are 
given in Tien Feng for March 29 and April 5. He told them what Communists like to 
hear, that the — economy is on the brink of a breakdown, with increasing unem- 
ployment everywhere. The general situation, he thinks, is parallel to that which ob- 
tained in 1932. The capitalists are frantically bolstering up their shaky economy by fo- 
menting war and increasing armaments. They are spreading many lies about Russia 
and China, in order to delude the people into thinking that Communism is a menace to 
world peace. In this diabolic work the missionaries from China who are now in Ameri-_ ‘ 
ca are playing a very busy part. Of 5000 ex-China missionaries, he says, only seven o; 
eight are sympathetic to the new China. The rest of them assiduously spread atrocious * 
lies about the Communist re e, saying that 40,000,000 people are starving in the 
Hwai River basin while the Communist Government ships food to Russia, that 400,000 
people have been sent to labor camps in Siberia, that mission college girl students are 
being taken as prostitutes, etc. His own Board Secretary came to Shanghai on the eve 
of “‘liberation’’, and after consulting with such renegades as Frank Price and Bishop 
W. Y. Chen returned home to say that Communist land reform was a failure; all that 
was being done was to take the land away from the peasants and give it to favored 
Party members. 


He reported to them also his experiences in Russia. He spoke to over 2000 people 
in a Baptist Church in Moscow. The Baptists, he says, have over 3000 churches in 
Russia and complete religious freedom. He was also much impressed with the happy 
life of the industrial workers. He visited one factory where every worker’s family had 
a og ey Gua His conclusion is that their life is much better than that of similar work 
ers erica. 


A PARTY PURGE 


The Shanghai Liberation aly reported (March 15) that the East China Branch Of- 
fice of the Communist Party expelled four important members of the Party: Li 
Chien-hua, Vice-Chairman of the East China Labor Bureau; Yuin I-ch’uin, Chairman 
of the East China Publications Office, and formerly editor of the Liberation Daily; Li 
Kuo-pin, former Ass't Secretary of the East China Party Branch; and Chou Li-hsing, 
Chairman of the East China Religious Affairs Bureau. They were of course also dis- 
missed from all their posts. Three other important Party members were disciplined 
somewhat more lightly. 


The cashiering of Chou Li-hs aroused considerable discussion in church circles 
as to the effect this would have on the Three-Self Movement. Chou had been responsi- 
ble for the accusation meetings in the churches, and all the other aspects of political 
orientation. Would that emphasis now be abandoned, or would a new and stricter re- , 
gime be inaugurated? The editor of Tien Feng answers (April 5) that all which Chou rm 
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did was done under the Common Platform, and as a part of the national policy. His 
successor therefore will follow the same pattern, whoever he might prove to be. 


Does Chou’s dismissal prove that last year’s accusation policy was all wrong? 
Some Christians were saying this, and the editor has to remind them again, as he has 
so often in the past, that the accusation movement was the result of a great popular 
urge. Somehow the church members keep thinking of it as something forced upon them 
from outside, and not their own idea. 


GENERAL NEWS 


Several articles by Rev. Marcus Chen, President of the Chungking Theological 
Seminary, have been mentioned in this Bulletin. The February edition of Hsieh Chin 
carries another article by him entitled, ‘‘Another Step Forward in Recognition 
Crimes of American Imperialism.”’ In it he relates his reactions to a visit to the 
Southwestern Bureau of Public Safety's exhibit of various weapons of torture supposed 
to have been used in the Sino-American Cooperative Centers in Chungking and other 
cities in a training program of the worst kind of ruffians in arson, murder, torture, 
etc., for the so-called All-Powerful Special Police“ The program was supposedly 
under the direction of American secret police, and promising students were sent to 
America for — heme Dr. Leighton Stuart is accused of being the head of this 
organization. article states that there was a prison in connection with this train- 
ing school in which all the instruments of torture, more than 100 kinds, were made in 
the US. He describes in great detail and unrestrained — 2 the supposed use of 
these instruments of torture on the finest of China’s youth. He goes on to condemn 
American imperialism, Dr. Leighton Stuart and Chiang Kai-chek in the most violent 
terms for the murder of these Chinese young people under the cloak of religion, call- 
ing down the curse of the entire Chinese people on them. It is reported that Marcus 
Chen has himself been accused by one of his students and has gone into hiding. 


An eye witness account of conditions in Shanghai is reported by one who recently 
escaped to Hongkong: Since Chinese New Year there has broken out an uncanny ter- 
ror which affects Chinese and other friends alike. Of this you can form no mental 


, — About 50,000 people in Shanghai alone have committed suicide - Chinese and 


oreign. They throw themselves from the buildings so one is afraid to pass one. Then 
some threw themselves in front of the Canton train and now the public gardens at the 
bund have been shut off. Many take poison. People are being denounced by thousands. 
Appeal is made to the lowest instincts of the masses who find joy in degrading people. 
Loud speakers play a large part, oe oe accusation meetings. Shanghai has 
become a dead city. There are no buyers in the No one dares to be seen buy- 
ing anything, for whoever has money is an enemy of the state. If anyone has a } 
against an employer hordes, more or less interested, are organized to march with him 
in front of the business involved, all shouting slogans. The man’s sins’ are also 
trumpeted out through the loud speakers and the business is taken over by the govern- 
ment. The latter, being plebian, needs a great deal of money! Among such screaming 
scenes and the daily and hourly parades the ambulances dash by. Just seeing and hear- 
ing it ry ee miserable. How all respectable Chinese suffer under this! Poor, 
poor China 


MISSIONARY NEWS 


Figures compiled on April 15 show that there are the following numbers of North 
American Protestant missionaries of boards associated with the Vivision of Forei 
Missions still in China: Presbyterian USA, 12; Presbyterian US, 2; American Bible 
Society, 2; United Lutheran, 1; American Baptists, 7; Evangelical and Reformed, 1; 
Methodists, 3. In addition, there are several American missionaries of other agencies 
still in China, and the total of those still remaining, most of whom are imprisoned or 


under house arrest, is approximately 40.
